Hunch; he was not some kind of "Bduardo" associated with a "tiacho" in the 
Bay of Pigs but was actually the guy in charge, Prank Bender, assisted a aecond- 
in-coiamand, "Bernie", who was Barker. Haynes ‘Johnson's The Bay of Pigs mwn tn nng no 
Bduardo. The only I-iacho he nentiojis is tlie real name of any: authmtic Catholic priest. 

The Tines hit tliat bait hard and Booked fast. 

Fact; he was in an entirely different role at tiie I-iullen agen<^, not just a hired 
hand to ream out copy (vice president and director). His connection vrith tliat agency 
did not end when reported by Bennett, to ay certain knowledge, but I must preserve the 
confidence of ay source. It would not require unique genius or great effort to develop 
this independently.Bverjtbody has ignored his many biographies except one l=iiami reporter 
who made a foolisli mistake. The clues are there. That was my beginning point it is 
so simple I was able to do it by phone because I know the right person.

The indictment is one of the finer productions of the Department of Disinfowaation, 
and not because the FBI did not know better* It fails to mention anv one of Ms pen names/ 
aliases, and all the bios are under them, as I recall. I have them, you or Schorr are 
welcome to them, I also have the indictment. 

Aside frota those few Cubans on whom i have the i’BI reports, there are others who 
may yet figure in tMs, On some I have more extensive files, especially a former Dade 
County cliairman, wlio is Billy James Hargis' official biographer, etc, Hepublican, natch.

me where they would not to most reporters. From what I know of tliem, tMs is a pretty 
farout bunch of Batista boyos.
